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STORM IN DUBLIN. 
—-— & 
HAVOC, PERIL AND DISTRESS. 

During the week-end Dublin experienced 
violent weather conditions. A fierce gale, | 
at times developing a velocity of sixty | 
miles an hour, raged from 11 o’clock on | 
Friday night to 4 o'clock on Saturday 
morning. This was followed at noon on} 
Saturday by the highest tide that has 
filled the Liffey in modern times. 

While many people had disagreeable ex- | _ 
periences, no serious accident resulted from 
the violence of the wind and of the sea. 
There were up to Saturday night no re- 
ports of damage to shipping, but all the 
cross-Channel vessels went through a 
gruelling time. The B. and I. Company's 
Lady Louth was four hours late in reach- 
ing the North Wall on Saturday, but the 
new steamer stood up 4o the storm 
splendidly. i 

The gale was accompanied by a deluge of 
rain and sleet at times extremely violent, 
and at its worst the barometer 
to the low mark of 28.55. ‘“Hloardings 
were blown down in the city, some windows 
blown in, and trees broken down, but no 
one was hurt.

BOUNDARY POSITION 
HOPEFUL. 


———— 


President Cosgrave has sent the follow- 
ing message to the New York American to 
mark the third anniversary of the signing 
of the Anglo-Irish Treaty :— 

We have emerged out of the welter of 
the Irish revolution, a small State labour- 
ing under the natural difficulties of the 
time, and progressing slow), but surely 
and steadily, towards that prosperity and 
happiness which was to us always the 
promise of national freedom. 

To-day, on the third anniversary of the 
signing of the Treaty with England, we 
can look back on a year of substantial 
constructive effort, and can more con- 
fidently than ever face the future. The 
darkest hours of Ireland’s life are past, 
and the wounds of the national struggle 


are healing. 
The Treaty has already brought to Ireland 
much of what Arthur Griffith prophesied, the 
rest is coming. The people are grappling 
with the problems consequential on both their 
past subjection and their liberation. Last 
year we had restored order, made ourselves 
a Constitution, created a new judiciary, a 
police force and an army, settled our most 
difficult agrarian questions, raised an internal 
loan of £10,000,000, and laid the foundation 
for the restoration of the national culture. 

, ECONOMICS. 
The Irish mind is turning from politics, in 
the old sense, to economics. The work of the 
Oireachtas, particularily in the last six 
months, has been almost entirely in that 
sphere, and its effects should begin to be 
‘apparent very soon. A bill dealing with live- 
stock breeding, for example, is at present be- 
fore the Deputies, and the Minister for Lands 
and Agriculture has ~stimated that it will im- 
we the value of Irish cattle and pro- 
ucts by £8,000,000 annually. I am told that 
| this is a conservative estimate. Other Acts 
are designed to increase the value of Irish 
butter and eggs on the English market. Our 
exports of these two items alone amount at 
present to about £12,000,000 a year, but 
recently the Danes have been encroaching 
substantially on the market, and we must 
see to it that our eggs are carefully graded 
and packed if we are to compete with them 
successfully. We propose also to provide a 
national market for butter which will be an 
absolute guarantee of high quality. 
Small tariffs have been livied for the en- 
couragement of severai industries. It is 
with such practical matters, affecting the 
livés of the ple, that the Irish Farliament 
is now mainly concerned. 
For the first time since 1914, Government 
loans are now available for farmers who want 
to, improve their farm buildings or land. 
Our roads are being rapidly improved, over 
£1,000,000 being spent on them. An effort 
is being made to meet the housing shortage 
by granting loans to local authorities, and 
subsidies to private builders. The sugar-beet 
and dead meat industries—both of which are 
eminently suitable to the country—are being 
investigated, and Government support will 
be forthcoming. 
In ard to unemployment, this is un- 
doubtedly as pressing a problem with us as 
in most other States, but not more so. In 
our efforts to remedy it our policy has been, 
not to promote unovroductive relief works 
which must of their nature be merely pallia- 
tive, but to restore normal industrial con- 
ditions and start permanent constructive 
work. Directly and indirectly, the Govern- 
ment has made available about £11,000.000 
to be spent in this way during the next couple 
of years. This includes seven millions paid 
as compensation for damage: during the De 
Valera. disorders. 
Business. is gradually recovering from the 
slump of the war years. it must be remem- 
bered that the adverse conditions which have 
affected it in other countries were here supple- 
mented by conditions peculiar to ourselves. 
But those times are now, we hope, well 
behind us. 
i One of Ireland's chief concerns at present 
Is with the great scheme for utilising the 
power of the River Shannon to supply the 
whole nation with cheap light, heat and 
power. The Government é been in negotia- 


4 tion with a great Continental firm on this 


project, and when the work has begun it will 
directly give employment to at least 8,000 
men for a number of years. 
THE BOUNDARY. 

One political question is still of prime im- 
portance. Powerful influences have been 
steadily at work to wreck one clause of the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty—that which provides the 
machinery by which those areas of Northern 
Ireland, a majority of whose inhabitants were 
unwillingly cut off from citizenship of the 
Free State, may be restored to the Govern- 
ment of their choice. To-day, however, the 
Boundary Commission is. actually in session, 
and we have reason to believe that its find- 
ings will be im accordance with the merits 
of the case. I need hardly add that the 
people of the Free State have no. ambition to 
acquire unwilling citizens. We are anxious, 
above all things, to secure the ultimate unity 
of our country and hope to achieve it when 
passion and prejudice have given place to 
good-will and a general recognition that such 
unity is essential to the well-being of all 
sections of our countrymen ; but, in the mean- 
time, we cannot ignore the wishes of 
thousands of Northern Nationalists who desire 
our citizeaship and have, in fact, repeatedly 
demanded it.
